REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Dalton: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as the 
Superintendent of your schools. 

During the past year the schools have been changed 
in many ways and such changes as will be desirable 
in the near future have become more apparent. Since 
the last annual report there has been a change of 
teachers in each of our elementary schools. This 
short term of service by young teachers means that 
as soon as a teacher has had some successful ex- 
perience she will leave our one room schools for a 
village school elsewhere. This will continue to be 
the case until there is some combining of schools, so 
that there is at least a two room combined elementary 
school serving the western part of the town. This 
same building should accommodate a Senior High 
School of about sixty pupils. The school building at 
Scotts will probably be used for many years and 
should be thoroughly repaired with the plan of using 
it indefinitely. This would cost about $500 but it 
would need few expenditures thereafter for some 
years. To do this will cost less in the long run than 
to continue to patch along under the old plan. 

Ultimately the buildings nearer the village of Dalton 
should be abandoned and a central building should be 
constructed so that both elementary and high school 
pupils could attend with a minimum of transporta- 
tion. The fact that the roads are open for automo-. 
biles makes this plan much more practical each year.

HIGH SCHOOL 


The Daiton High school now seems to be on a 
permanent basis. There is now an enrollment of 
thirty-two pupils in the four years with assurance of 
an increase to about forty-five pupils next year and 
an ultimate development to a six year Junior-Senior 
High School of sixty to eighty pupils. 

In order to provide for the needs of the pupils in 
this school next year, if an additional year of school- 
ing is furnished, it will be necessary to add one more 
teacher to the High School staff and to provide one 
more class room. This could be done most readily 
by removing the cells now in the anteroom and pro- 
viding heat for that room. 

In order to provide for the needs of the boys, it 
would be highly desirable to give courses in Manual 
Training. Space for this work might be secured by 
obtaining the use of one of the horse sheds adjoining 
the school. If lumber and materials are furnished, 
the class itself could have for a first project the finish- 
ing of their quarters in which to hold classes. 

With growing numbers it becomes desirable for 
Dalton High School to have organized athletic activi- 
ties. The teacher of Manual Training should be quali- 
fied to coach these teams in the same way that the 
girls could be coached by the cadets now in service. 

The High School is now in excellent condition, with 
the work well organized, the management successfui 
and the discipline excellent. The work of the scholars 
is constantly improving and will continue to do so. 

That the school has had such an auspicious begin- 
ning is due largely to a happy combination of apprecia-~ 
tive townspeople, an unusually able Principal, and 
generously considerate co-operation by the Plymouth 
Normal School. The splendid spirit of the people is 
shown by the satisfactory quarters provided for the 
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teaching force and their hearty support of the school. 
Miss Taylor is one of the best qualified principals 
whom I have had the good fortune to know. I am 
sure that you who live near or with her have come 
to appreciate her more and more. 

I am sure that the Normal School authorities have 
enjoyed their relations with Dalton, as the splendid 
spirit shown on both sides is certain to bring enthusi- 
asm to all associated in this work. 

I wish once more to ask for the help of all, in 
order that the children of our town may have every 
possible educational advantage. I am sure that the 
School Board as well as the. Superintendent will 
always welcome every possible suggestion for the 
betterment of our schools. . 

Please accept my sincere thanks for your kind ad- 
vice and cordial spirit in our work for the welfare of 
the children.
